Owners Shrouded In 
Secrecy, But De­ 
fendant In Suit 
to Visit Council. 


Dr. E. D. Hudson, Sr., spokesman 
for the group of Hanover street prop­ 
erty owners, who have refused to pay 
their street paving assessments, will 
appear before council, Friday evening, 
he announced this afternoon. 
Doctor Hudson was asked for in­ 
formation as to what transpired at a 
meeting of the property owners at his 
home, Tuesday evening, but he refused 
to divulge the nature of the discussion 
or its 
outcome, 
except .to say that 
“nothing much wras done.” 
“ You'll find out everything at the 
meeting of council, Friday evening,” 
the spokesman asserted. 
The regular 
October meeting of council has been 
announced for Friday evening at 7:30 
o’clock. 
After Judge D. P. McPherson hand­ 
ed down his recent decision in the 
Hanover street paving case, reversing 
the verdict of a jury which heard the , 
testimony last year, Doctor Hudson is 
said to have made an effort to secure , 
settlement of the liens against the J 
various property owners affected but 
was frustrated. 
He is said to have asked J. Donald 
Swope, borough solicitor, to allow the 
property owners to pay their street 
paving bills, without the interest and 
costs imposed by the 
court 
action. 
Solicitor Swope is said to have told 
Dr. Hudson that he was without au­ 
thority to make such an agreement. 
In view of Dr. Hudson's efforts to 
settle the bills, it is believed he will 
ask council to let the Hanover street 
property owners “down easy,” at the 
October meeting. 
The action against Doctor Hudson 
was a test case, and when Judge Mc- ( 
Pherson decided against him, giving 
the borough judgment notwithstand- 1 
ing the verdict, the decision auto­ 
matically closed the avenue to a de­ 
fense for the other 
property owners 
affected. By merely setting down their 
cases 
in 
the common 
pleas court, 
Solicitor Swope would win out for the 
borough. 
It is considered highly improbable 
that the Hanover street property own­ 
ers will appeal their test case to the 
state supreme court.

A warning to merchants who have) 
been selling “canned heat” to habitual 
drunkards was issued by Charles Wil­ 
son, county detective, this morning. 
According to Mr. Wilson, Raymond 
Yeagy, who was locked up this morn­ 
ing in the Adams county jail on a 
charge of drunken and disorderly con­ 
duct, had been imbibing in the alco­ 
holic product used by many for fuel 
and by others for purposes of intoxi­ 
cation, and had been “drunk through­ 
out the summer.” Yeagy will be releas­ 
ed. it it said, “when county authorities 
feel that he has sufficiently recovered 
from his spree.” 
“Any merchant who sells canned 
heat to a person known to be a ha­ 
bitual drunkard lays himself open to 
the same charge as hotel proprietors 
did before the prohibition amendment 
went into effect if they sold to ha­ 
bitual drunkards,” Mr. Wilson stated. 
“The law governing the sale of in­ 
toxicants to habitual drunkards is still 
I in force and when it is obvious that 
the purchaser 
of 
large supplies of 
canned heat intends to use the com­ 
modity for beverage purposes, the 
storekeeper 
is 
liable to arrest and 
! prosecution on the charge. 
“There are several habitual drunk­ 
ards in Gettysburg and vicinity who 
have been using the 
alcoholic 
com­ 
pound for sometime as a beverage,'* 
Mr. Wilson continued, “and not only 
that but they are draining the alcohol 
out of the hydraulic jacks along the 
Western 
Maryland 
railroad 
and 
drinking that also. 
Of course, they 
get a little rust in their Liquor but 
then a little iron won’t hurt them any 
more.” 
The warning issued by Mr. Wilson 
follows: 
“Warning is hereby given to any 
merchant or other persons selling tho 
commodity, commonly referred to as 
‘canned heat,' that if they continue 
selling it to persons commonly known 
as 
habitual 
drunkards,
